The volume emW'acna a jioribJ' 6f 20 
years, from 1S62 to 188-'. The secomr 
entry from the Joia-niil.s is in the 
August of the foriniT yi-irs, \vhi>n tin 
ex[unlit.ioii NV!>s miiilc to (lie "Old 
Ciiini," on thi- aiiiiiMTSiirv ol" tin- 
Prince Consort's l.irtluiay. It j,'ives :i 
pleasant cxaiu].!.- Of the clelifiiti' 
thouyhlt'ulne.ss which hiis emleareil the 
"rough Highland retainers to the yin'cu. 
2 went to SCO the olielisk hiiikhnt; 
,to Ills dear memory. llcrtie h tt us 
jf th'ere,.'aiKl wo went round liy tin' vil 
■"- lage, up Craig-Gowan in llic little ciii 
"riageontho liO!ith(-r, lill we rcaclicil 
near to the old cairn of 18,">"J. (IruiiL 
said 'I thought you would like to he 
hereto-day on hi.s birtluhiy,' .so eiitiro- 
S ly was ]w of opinion that this hehn-eil 
; day and- own the 1 Lih of I )t'ciinlji'r 
must not Ijt' looked upoir as a day of 
mourning. 'That's nfit the light to 
look at it. There ia so much true and 
Strong faith in these good, simple peo- 
ple." More pathetic still is the lirst 
o.xtract of all, when the widowed wife- 
had gone to inspeet the progre.ss iif the 
Prince's cair.i. 

"The view was so line, the day so 
bright, and the heaihei- so- beautiful- 
ly pink — but MO pleasure, no joy; all 
dead; And here at the toji is ihe 
foundation of the cairn, I Oft. wide, to 
be erectod to my precious Albert, whieli 
•will be seen all down tin; valley. 1 
and my poor six orphans all |dai;ed 
stones on it, and our inilialn, us widl as 
those of tho threi' absent ones, are to 
bo carved on .stones all around it I 
,£elt very shaky and nervous." 

The next year we have a livelier 
scene, although ajjp'irently it came 
near to turning to a lra:;edy. Tln' 
Kcyal jiarty had stalled from Ilalmor- 
al in the early autunni, on a loni; 
drive to C'lova, in Forfarshire. Early 
in autumn as it was, the high hills were 
already white with snow; the weather 
was cold and stormy, and the roads 
were heavy. On the homeward drive 
in the dark, the coacliiiian lost his 
head and his way as well, and repeat 
edly wandered from the liiuk. Ilrown 
had gone before, lighting hi,s parly with 
a lantern, when suddenly tlie earria-j'e 
swung to one side and turii(>d over, 
"I came down very hard with iiiy face 
upon the ground, the horses iioth on 
the ground, and lirown calling; out in 
despair, 'The Lord Almighty have iner 
cy upon us! Who did ever .see like 
this before! I tiiought you were all 
killedl' Alice was soon helped up, by 
means of tearing all her ehithes to dis 
entangle her; but Lenehen, wdio had 
also got caught in her drei,s, calK'd out 
piteously, which friglile-ned me ft good 
deal; but she was also got out, with 
Brown's assistance, anil iieitlier she 
nor Alice was at all hurt." The traces 
were cut and the horses extricated, hut, 
there was no means of getting hack, 
except by sending them for another 
carriage. The i.>)ueen, rememlji'ring 
her husliand's juvenile niaxiin- that it 
was always wise to make tJii^ bi'sl of 
things — tlrank a little elarct, bathed 
lier bruised face with wine in thi\ ah 
senoe of water, and sat dowS in the 
dark to wait. Fortunati'ly, however, 
the man who had gone forward in 
charge of the riding ponies had seen (he 
wandering lights .and iiirned hack to 
the rescue, luul Her .Majesty, riding 
back, reached the Castle fur a sujiper- 
dinner. 

Although the life at P. il moral is 
quiet pjiou<;h, there must always he 
some amount of state and I'oriiiality in 
any great lloyal eslahli.-^hiiieiil. There 
is uol l.iiig the (.Jueen liki'S h.'tler I Iran 
finding a refuge for some little time he 
yonci reach of ceremony; and perlems 
the pleasantest ilays described in this 
volume were passed in (he modest hotel 
on the hanks of i.och Maree. .Ne.vt to 
that, she loved slaying with an old 
friend; and we have a piiauiv of a visit 
to the Duchess of Atliole, which would 
have been altogether light had it not 
been for the dark shadows of fond re 
miniscences. It shows the Queen's man 
ner of travelling on those occasions, 
when her attendants had ins( ructions 
to do their best to pn^serve \\fv inrnijui 
til. flaking an early start, sbe drove 
through the long and dreary pass of 
the Spital of Lilonsbire, meiiting herds 
of cattle with their drivers on their 
way to the ''Tryste," at Ciistleton of 
Braemar. The ladies got out and walk- 
ed down the Devil's ICiijow, tlien, after 
lunching in the carriage, they mel the 
ponies. .Mouiiiing these, they procee.led 
to a picturf^sque spot on the hanks nl 
the Ardle, where Mr. Kier, of Dirnan 
cftn had kindled a fire and boiled a ket- 
tle, spread plaids on the ground, and 
set but the tea eijuiiiage. After tea they 
changed the ponies for the carriage a- 
gain, reaching Duukeld in lime for a 



late dinner. On the drives and during 
the stay at Dunkeld the Queen was sel- 
dom recognized, her light being ecliiised 
in the lustre of her companion, the 
Diiche.ss, who was, of course, 'well 
known in the ntdgbboiirhooil. (Inly at 
at one little Highland hamlet ilid the 
inhabitants waken up, improvising a 
loyal illumination of a couple of tallow 
candles in each cottage window Leav- 
ing for the return to l-Ialmoral, Her 
.■Majesty writes;^" We left -with real 
regret tlu^ kind Duchess's hospitable 
housi', where all breathes peace and 
liarinony, and wliere it was so quiet 
and snug. It was a real holiday for me, 
in inv presinil sad life." 

iXordid Her Majesty's excursions 
lie only along tlie mountain roads that 
are familiar to tln^ admirers of the 
pieturesipu'; nor were her visits by any 
means coutined to ''show-places." Few 
tourists, unless they are native-born 
art ists and pedestrians to boot, can 
know the northern districts half so well. 
We finil her ne\r, on a light morning 
but "with a fearful gale blowirig," iiiak 
ing her \iav inio the DuliC of Uich- 
liiond's forest o f Olentiddich. k is litde 
known, e.\eept to his tirnce's sporting 
guest.s, hut the Queen deseiibes the 
scenery as "very wild and really graml" 
That the paths across these ^hills are 
u;;.-ertaiii is shown liy the fact that the 
host wdio had gone to uelcome her 
SovtM-eign missed her. The Hoyal la- 
dies reached their destinatitm, having 
left their luggage on the roads, and 
the Queen, having no cap, sat down to 
dinner in a black lace veil, which she 
borrowed. Then, in the autumn of 
IStiS, then^ is aiiaeeount of thi' house- 
,vai-miiig at till" l.iiige of (he Glossalt 
Shiidd — a great event to all good peo- 
ple on the Balmoral estate. The lodge 
stands in a very romantic situation, 
between lofty hills and (he little lake 
(hat comes up .almost (o the windows, 

"We arrived at half past (1 at the 
( I lassalt, Shiel, wdiiidi l.ioked s.i cheer 
fill and comfortable, all lit up, and the 
rooms so cozy and nice. There is a 
wonderful deal of room in the compact 
little house. . . . \\'e dineil at about 
half-past 8 in the small dining rc.iom. 
Thisover, after waiting for a little time 
in my sit -,ing r joni, Brown eaURi to say 
all the servants were ready for the 
house wui ining, and at twenty minutes 
to 10 we went into 'the little dining 
room, which had been cleared, and 
wh(!reall tlie servants were a.ssembled, 
Wi? made nineteen altogether. Five 
animated reels were danced, in which 
all (but myself) join. 'd, ' After the lirst 
retd, whiskey toddy was l)rought round 
for every one, and Brown liegged I 
would drink to the 'lire kindling,' Then 
Grant made a little speech, with an al- 
lusion to the wild place we were in, 
and concluding with a wish that 'our 
Uoyral mistress, our good t^bieeii,' should 
live long. This was followed by cheers 
given out by Koss in regular Highland 
style, and all drank my health. The 
merry, pretty little ball ended at a 
(luarter past 11." 

Nor was it only under a roof of her 
own that Her Majesty graod those 
improvi.sed Highland dances with her 
pr(;seiice. .'XtoiK; w hiidi was got up on 
one of the visits to the L)uehessof 
.•\ ( hole, she was rather annoyed at her 
own gillies not appearing. But they 
apologized for their ubsonceon the score 
of their r/,,ii/s;iiif and it appeared 
thai, being in liL'iit marcliing order, 
ihcv had not brought (heir dancing 
lirogues with them. Soon after the 
house- wanning at the i.,odge, the (.^Uieen 
went to a couple of christenings. The 
lirst of the children was named after 
her, an<l she was much struck by the 
simple dignity of the Scotch baptismal 
service;- - 

"The .service was concluded with 
another short prayer and the usual bless- 
ing. I thought it most apjiropriate, 
(c niching, ami inijiressiye. 1 yavi; my 
pres.'iit (a silver mug) to the father, 
liissi'd the little baby, and then we all 
drank to its health and that of itsmoth 
er in whiskey, which was handed round 
with cakes. It wa's all no nicely done, 
so simply, and yet with such digni- 
ty." 

In August, th.-re ai'e en tries of sun- 
dry visits lo a i.ioor old woman dying 
of drop.sy; — 

"On August '2G I again saw her, and 
• 'ave her a shawl and pa ir of soc ks, and 
found the poor old soal in bed, lookiin.' 
very ill, but bowing her head and 
thanking me in In'r usual way, I took 
hta- hand ami held it. On the iTtli ;i!ie 
,lied." . 

There is a very picturesque and path- 
etic account of the funeral of old 
.lohii Brown, father of the Queen's 

favourite. Old Brown, who occupied 
a farm on tlie opposite bank of the Dee 
lo /Mjergiddii', had dn'il at the ripe age 
of SI); but his wife and sons were in 
great alUii lion, .and Her .M ijnsly di'ep 
Iv sympathized with them: — 

"Much grieved at its being a worse 
day than ever for the funeral ot 
Brown's father, which sad ceremony was 
to take place to day. The rain is hope 

less the winterday! Quite unheard of! 

1 sow gooil Brown a moment before 
breakfast, lie was low and sad, and was 
thi'ii "cdng oil" lo Alicraa. \l 20 min- 
ule-i to 1 1; drove with Beatrice aiul 
.lanie h^ly to .Micaar . . . Mr. Camp 
bell, the minister of Crathie, stood iu 
the passage at the door, every one else 
standing close outside. As soon as he 
began his prayer, poor dear old .Mr.s. 
Brown got up and came and stood 
near me — able to hear, through, alas! 



not see — and leant on a chair duriiijg 
the very impressive prayers. When it 
was over Brown came and begged her 
to go and sit down while they took tho 
collin away, the brothers bearing it. 
Every one went out and followed, and 
we also liurried out and just saw them 
place the colili'i in the hearse, and then 
we moved on to a hiJIock, whence we 
saw the .sad procession wending its way 
sadly down. The sons were there, 
whom I O^^istinguiahed easily, from their 
being near good Brown, who wore his 
kilt, walking, near the hearse. All 
walked e.xcept one gentleman, who 
drove. 1 went back to the house, and 
tried to soothe and comfort dear old 
Mrs, Brown, and gave her a mourning 
brooch with a little bit of her husband's 
hair, which F had cutoff yesterday, and 
1 shall give a locket Ko eachof the sous. 
VVhen the coffin was being taken away 
she .lobbed qitterly. We toolr some 
whisky and waterandelieeae, according 
to the iiuiversal Highland custom, and 
then left, bi;gging the dear old lady to 
bear up. I told her the parting was 
but for a time,"

It ia not the good of the public, 
used in tho ordinary sense of the tornx, 
that is being advocated, but llioir safety, 
a far more important ci HKiideral inn, before 
which all private interest must aiiik into 
inaignificance. In London, England, it 
ia made compulsory that nil barriers erect- 
,ed for the convenience of t lieiit rical pro- 
prietors shall be made movable, and also 
that every phice of timuseinen t , no inalter 
wlmt its capacity, .sliall be provided with 
exits capable of allordiiig oLjress to the 
fullest number of persons it can accommo- 
date, in the space of lire miautea. Other 
provisions such as the constant presence 
of a member of tin; lire hriyade, liosjo, 
etc. , are iilau in foree there; but these 
would not apply to a city of Victoria's 
present dimensions. The subject is of 
such an urgent nature that it ia a matter 
of wonder it has so long lain dormant. 
But now, the first step lian been taken ; 
and if the municipal council ns thorouj^hly 
do tlioir duty as j;uardian.s of thn juihlic 
weal, as tlio chief ent;iniuM- in ropre.'ientinir 
the umtter has done, liia there will be no 
necessity for tlie press to again allitde to 
the existence of what, in the present con- 
dition of things, iu a constant menace to 
the safety of the people. 

A SENATUIUAL CRoCoDlLh:. 

Hon. Dr. Mcinnea who, l)y the grace 
of Sir John I\lucdonald'rt ^'(jveriinieiit, oc- 
cupies a seal in tlie Cainidian Senate, ia 
deeply concerned a( the clauses of the 
Settlement 1-iill niujcr winch it ia piopo.sod 
to convey to Mr. Uiinsmuir and his a.saoci- 
ates the Island railway belt. The doctor 
was never supposed to bo very solicitous 
for tho welfare of the Islandera. He liaa 
not before po.'icd a.s the cliiunpioii of Is- 
land ilitereats, lii.s parliamentary careei' 
being distiiiouiabod fur a slim nf hide- 
bound sectionaliHUi which provi'iitiid hun 
doing the scantiest justice to any insular 
interest. Mine-tenths of the petiple of 
tho province have decided that it will be 
of advantage to the country to rid itself 
of the dryduck, throw open the railway 
lands to aettleinoiit and secure thu ceii- 
atruotion of the Esqninialt-Nanainio rail- 
way'w- The representatives of the people 
have conlirmed the desire of the con- 
stituencies and have passed by a two- 
third majority vote tho Settlement Bill. 
Now Senator iMcInnes, who belongs to 
tho non-elective brinch uf the Ottawa 
legislature and, consctjuently, is beyond 
the reach of the popular vote, has arrayed 
himself against the popular voice and tells 
Briliali Columbiana that tht;y dmi't krujw 
what it good for them. Of all the .Sena- 
tors from the province he claini.s to pos- 
sess the cure-all, the paiuicoa, and pro- 
poses to force it down tho people'a throats 
To defeat tho Island railway scheme this 
astute political .^aculnpius is willing to 
see the province again saddled with the 
drydock and to close the door to immigra- 
tion and settlement. Such would be tho 
effect of the failure of tlie Settlement 
Bill. IN'o island railway, no luainhind 
settlors and too nuicli drydock would be a 
bill of fare from the discussion cf which 
oven tho burly doctor might well shrink 
with all'right. The doctor may be actu- 
ated by patriotic motives ; lie may have 
had all tho time a sneaking regard ft.r In- 
land interests; but wo trust he will for- 
ifive ua if wo doubt his |)atriotiam and 
spurn his proflerod sympathy. It would 
appear that he ia deeply interested in 
Port Moody lots for which he is straining 
every nerve to got up a " boom." The 
tears the doctor sheila over the Island 
coal lands are those of a crocodile. Fie 
cares for the Island lauds only so far as 
thej aerve as the text cf an opposition to | 



the Islainl railway being built at all. The 
fact that a member of tho upper house 
to enhance tho value of his own town lota 
should presume to array himself against 
tho popular will of the province, ia a 
pretty stronjf areument in favor of the 
abolition of the onamber. ' 

THE CAUSE OF THE UASTE. 

The roast^i for the haste in obtaining 
the assent of the lieutenant-governor to 
the C. P. Railway loan is that the com- 
pany has a floating debt of .i;7 ,500,000 
pressing for retirement, and that until 
tliis obligation ia removed it ia inipoaaible 
for the company to obtain money to carry 
on its enturprise. Tho work of conatrnc- 
tion would have been brought alinoat to a 
standstill, and a force of I), 000 men em- 
ployed north of Lake Superijr would 
have to be discharged if the loan had not 
been promptly obtained. Under thu terms 
of the loan the company ia reiiuired In 
expend capital upon the road before it can 
claim the eiiuivaleut from the govern- 
luant; it must keep the work ahead of the 
loan, and it was, therefore, necessary to 
give offeot to the bill thus early, in order 
to furniah a basis of credit for tlio future 
financing of the company.

— Repre.uinta 
five lleidoy introduced yesterday and had

ascertaining how the lease was obtained 
by that company in 1870 to catch seitls in 
.•\laaka waters, and also how previous in- 
vestigatioiib by congress resulted oidy in 
praise of the corporation. Mr. Henley 
has had this matter under consideration 
for two months, and has consulted several 
prominent members of tho house, all of 
whom, he says, have counseled him to pro- 
ceed and promised their support. Anions 
theae members are leading doniocratfl of 
tho ways and means. An investigation 
of the Alaska Commercial company was 
had near the close o^ the llayes adminis- 
tration by the ways and means committee, 
of which Fernando Wood was tho chair- 
man. .\ repiirl was inado coin|)lete!y ex 
onerating the corporation from chicanery 
in obtaiuiug their lease, but it is claimed 
by those having this investigation in its 
clntrgu that Ben Wood, brother of I'^er- 
nando, who was interested in the case, 
obtained the report by questionable 
means. 

li tdi investigation ia ordered. Senator 
Miller, of California, will be brought into 
the matter, aa lie was formorly president 
of the ('orporation, and is still heavily in- 
teroatod in it. Mr. Henley says ho has 
no political end in view in asking for the 
impnry, and informed Senator Miller that 
he ia acting only in accordance with what 
he eoiiaiders hia duty. Mr. 1 lenley'.s at- 
ti'iition was first called to the matter by a 
petilioii from t'aliforiiia, signtid by about 
fifty people, whom ho docs not know. 
Ili.i attention having thus bei^n called to 
the subject, he procured the testimony in 
the Wood investigation, and became con- 
vinced that other investigations should be 
had. 

The petition referred to jiraya that ii 
law bo pasaed giving to every citi/.on the 
right to hunt and kill fur seals in Alaskan 
waters, and that a royalty on tlie same bo 

chargi^d from S2.5() per akin to .■JIO for 
each and every pell taken. Tlie petition 
states that the Alaska Fur company not 
only claim the right of hunting fur si-als in 
Alaskan waters, but they further assume 
the right of governing the territory, the 
cuUeetur of customs for Alaska being vir- 
tn.-dly only an acting uovernor, as the ap- 
|ioiiiteu ill reality holds his olliee at the 
will and pleasure of tho coniinercial com- 
paiiy. They say it is a luitorioiis fact that 
this oflicial exorcises his [louer in tlie in 
terest of llie .Vlaakan Far comiiany to tin; 
detriment of everybody outside of that 
cor[iorati<)n. 

The petition charges that the surveyor 
of the port of San Francisco, having solo 
charge of this important matter .at that 
place, holds hia position under like tenure, 
and is bound to execute the revenue laws 
of the collection district; but it is a no- 
torious fact that before ho entered upon 
his duties heroin ho was an agent of this 
coinptiny at Alaska, and is undoubtudly 
interested in, and to a certain extent 
shares in the bonelits of the company. 
The petitioncra also ask, if tho lease is not 
abrogated, that a law providing for the 
appointment of a person who shall not bo 
in the employ of or interoated in tho 
Alaska Fur Seal company, and whose 
duty it shall be to correctly count the 
.seal akiiis shipped to the port of San Fran- 
ciaco, and be required to make under 
oath a correct return of such enumera- 
tion. They also ask that tho killing of 
seals be restricted.

Peter J. Frasor and W R. McDonald 
both testified that thoy know tho deceased 
and believed him to have diseit^ied lungs;

No 
one el.'ie al Clappert in's .laid anything to 
him. The Indians heard about it, and 
got mad. Witne.-is went with Billy to 
Penticton. Billy was sick. Witness 
went to Okanag 111. Thoy did not return 
tou'etlior. 

Tho atliilavil of .1. Alfred Marshall, 
sworn to al V ictoria, states that he knew 
an Indian named Harper's Billy several 
years, and during that time ho was sickly, 
liu believed with consumption. Ho was 
sometimes einplnyed by him to drive 
cattle. About the Cthof July, 1883, ho 
.■^au- Billy at Mr. Clappertiui's in Nicola in 
the evening, but ho said nothing about 
having been beaten by any one; he and 
lii.i cliidtchnian arranged that evening to 
drive some 200 sheep down to Spence's 
Bridge. 11 u sold his sheep to Thomas 
Woodland of Yale that day and Mr. 
Howse asked witness if ho would accept 
and pay an order on himself from Har- 
per's Billy, but he declined, and referred 
Mr. Howso to Mr. Woocflaiid. Tho 
amount was about $28. He saw Billy at 
Spenco's Bridge afterwards, but ho did 
not appear to havo been beaten or in- 
jured. Tho deponent further stated that 
he knew iho Indian Alexander, and that 
his goucr.il reputation for truth and lion- 
csiy was bad. 

J.imo.H D L-iuder, sworn and doposod — 
.'Viii a farmerund justice of the peace;went 
up in December to look after hid stuck and 
was reipictod to take down the testimony 
ufailyi"!,' Indian. (Request from Indian 
road). \\'ittiu-s took deposition of dying 
mall. (Produced and read). Thoro were 
no suggestions m.ido to the dying Indian 
by himself or other person except by an 
Indian whom witness told to desist; he 
was sworn • n the cross; he said he under- 
stood the ii.ilure of an oath. On last on- I 
qu ry witness handed tho cr oier a letter ] 
givuii hmi addressed to .Mr. R lijert Char- 
ters; witness had heard of oilier Indians ! 
being beaten by Mr. Howse; .Mr. H ows ■ ' 
ho looked upon as a friend. Ho had 
known Mr. Palmer since he OAmo tn the I 
country, he did not class him as a friend ; 
he Would have scruples in boliovint; all 
he said on his oath. 

The boy Mooshill, sworn. — My head 
was close to fire, toward the light. Q 
When you tnado the fire did you see any 
whites around? A. Two white men were 
working on the liouscs; I saw them up 
stairs on tho middle of the house. Tliose 
were tho while men who told Howso to 
stop; they jumped down about four feel; 
I am Billy Harper's brother. Q. After 
the fight, did you go to the ferry with 
sheejii A. Morning after the fight wo 
went to the furry; we wore three days go- 
ing to ferry; I saw Nelson at feny; my 
broiluir was sick on return. Q. Did lie 
toll HowBO he was sick? A. Yes. Q.

This witneaa was crosa-exauiiiiod by Mr.

The distressing acoidont at tho mill of 
Morriwother & Fredericks, by which a 
little son of Mrs. Leiphelm, of JSorih 
Seattle, lost first his right arm and a few 
hours afterward, his life, is well remem- 
bered by this entire comimiiiity. .-Vbout 
tho accident clustered aovoral features 
which impress it with remarkable vivid- 
ness upoiv tlio memory, und makes it 
peculiarly aad — the lender ago of tho boy, 
tho Iriyhtful nauire of hia injuries, tho 
\vidowed mother for whoso support ho 
waB lolling — all those ihiiigs united to 
form a most pathetic picture. The facta 
of his death uro in u general manner 
known. But yesterday from the lipa of 
the Sisters, wo heard the particulars of 
his hist ninments, wiiich lifted up the 
sombre cloud thai fell sadly down, and lot 
the light of heaven in. It was ut the 
hospital, and after the midnight hour. 
The operation had been performed; the 
remainder of ibo bruised and torn arm 
had been taken oflT, and the little boy lay 
propped up in his bed with pillows. The 
Sisters of Mercy stood by, on either side, 
to do what gentle acts they might to 
soothe his pain. Ctratofully the littlo 
aufleror looked at them, tind faintly said: 
"You are all so kind to me. I don't 
know how I can ever pay you. I can't 
work any more, and mamma's too poor to 
pay it." One of the Sisters stooped 
down to him, saying; "My poor little 
boy, don't you know you are dying!" — 
For the augel, from far beyond the twink- 
ling gems that pin night's curtains up, 
came, silent through tho open door and 
stood bosido ihodyingchild, and caaton his 
pain pinched face the light of ihntatrango 
land — "Am II" he wonderingly asked. 
And then, thinking of that prayor heard 
first long centuries ago, learned from his 
mother's lips, he softly apuko tho words; 
"Our Father — which art in heaven — Hal- 
lowed bo — Thy — name. Thy — kingdom-- 
come — Thy — will — bo - done — ." Tho 
whispers ceased, tho features changed 
more and more; a faint amilo came over 
the palu face, and the little boy had gone

taxes and owe allogianco to tho foreign 
power. To correct the abuses of the 
American law.lhe commerce coniniittee of 
the house has recommended that the law 
be amended so that to obtain a renewal 
of a license as engineer or pilot the ap- 
plicant must exhibit to tho inspectors sut- 
isfactory evidonce, under oalh, that he 
lias continuously resided in the L'nited 
States for one year preceding the appli- 
cation, and that no license ahall be grant- 
ed to any person who has not been u resi- 
dent of this country for four years, or who 
has received a fourth renewed license, 
unless the applicant shall exhibit to the 
inspoctors a certificate of admission to 
citi/.enahip of tho United States. 

EGYPT.

EUKOPEAN OrnCEItS OF

Savage Prize Fi(;iit at Pitts- 
burg. 

Fourteen Policemen Appojir 
on the Scene Wlicn it 
is All Over. 

UNITED STATES. 
SAi,E.M,Ohio, March 20.— The Ohicigo- 
New York limited express on the Pitts- 
burg, Fort Wayne and Chicago railway, 
whicli passes hero at 4 o'clock a. m. met 
with a terrible accident two miles east of 
hero this a. m. Tho train was eijuipped 
with tt smoking and baggage car, dining 
car and two sleepers, having on board 
29 passengers bound for points' east of 
Pittsburg. The train was in charge 
of Oonductor BoUoway, with engineer 
James Biohards and fireman Jame 



Rhodes in tho cab. While rounding a 
sharp curve, and running at a higii rate of 
speed, tho boiler exiilodod with terrific 
violence, hurling tho engine down an em- 
bankment 15 feet, und blowing the en- 
gineer and llrcinau -100 foot from the [loint 
whoro tho engine had left tho track, kill- 
ing them both instantly. The combina- 
tion car followed the oiigino and landed 
upon tho boiler with such violencu that it 
forced tho driver's eiigino through the floor 
of a car and demolished it complololy. 
The dining car was thrown over on its 
side and slid down tho embankment a 
complete wreck. Tho rotnaining two cara 
wore forced from the track, ono of them 
being thrown a distance of twenty foot. 
Both cars were badly damaged. For a 
few moments after tho uxplosion tho in- 
terior of tho sleeping car was a scene of 
inextricable confusion. The screams of 
tho lady pasaongora were most heart-rond- 
ing, and the cries of strong men could be 
heard above them calling fur help. Some 
littlo time elapsed before an attempt was 
made to ascertain the extent of the acci- 
dent, so groat was tho oxciteinent, every 
person being either unconscious or im- 
imprisoned. The first person to emerge 
from the wreck was a colored porter, who, 
although badly burned, succeeded in 
breaking tho windows of tho slooper, 
which afforded an avenue of escape, and 
one by ono tho passengers crawled out, 
and it was soon ascertained that nono had 
received any very serious injuries, al- 
though eleven were more or less cut and 
bruised. 

El -ROPE. 

London, March 20. — Oainan Dignia has 
convened a iiieetiiig at Sinkat of tho 
Sheikhs of all tho tribes, in order to con- 
cert a renewal of fighting. Col. hitoddard 
with the Gordon Highlanders and mount- 
ed infantry reconnoitred to one mile be- 
yond Hambuk, which is 20 miles beyond 
Handouk on tho road from Suakin to 
Berber.

Tho orator of tho sand lots is, to bo 
congratulated upon finding an honest 
livelihood after his political adventures 
and vicissitudes. Ha is now proprietor of 
an entor))risi]ig intoUigonoe oflico, and 
the only trace of hia ambition of 
tho past is the old legend "The 
Chinese Must Go!" This now re- 
fers only to 8001) male Chinese chambor- 
inaida who are robbing Amurican women 
of tho east of $200,000 in annual earnings 
and sending it iu silver dollars to Ohiua. 
To right this wrong Denis Kearney offers 
his services for a small fee.

Cierinanj' and the Repeating: 
Rifle. 

It is now generally admitted by the 
Oeruian military authorities that finan- 
cial consideration alone prevent the im- 
mediate adoption of a magazine or ro- 
peating rifle, as tho general armament of 
tho infantry of their army. Not only 
would the direct oxponae of providing tho 
weapon be very groat, but tho cartridges 
now used with the Mauser, of which im- 
mense supplies are stored in tho German 
fortresses and arsenals, would be rendered 
useless, as owing to certain weak points in 
their manufacture, they could not be safely 
fired from a magazine riflo. How enor- 
mous must bo tho amount of ammunition 
which would havo to bo replaced , may bo 
deduced from the fact tdat, acco rding to 
lately published returns, the war estab- 
lishment of the German army comprised 
on tho Isl of January last, including all 
ranks and arms of the service, no fewer 
than 2,075,504 officers and men, while 
the total number of trained mon available 
in tho onipiro will shortly not fall short of 
3,000,000 men. Of the actually organ- 
ized furcoB 1,621,405 are infantry soldiers; 
so that, even leaving out of account alto- 
gether tho ammunition which would be 
required for magazine carbines carrieil by 
troopers, gunners, engineora, etc., it is 
evident that tho cost of substituting now 
cartridges suitable for a magazine weapon 
for the present stores of breech-loading 
ammunition would be very great. That 
the general introduction of a magaisine 
rifle will be sooner or later inevitable is 
no longer denied, but the change of arma- 
inont will bo deferred by Germany to as 
distant a date as possible, unless some ono 
or other of tho other groat European 
armies, by adopting tho now urm, obliges 
Germany to follow her example.
